jf success to unscrew my reason and make it 
totter on its throne. I've had trouble with 
my liver, and various other abnormal condi- 
tions of the vital organs, but old reason sit-i

Agriculture has a charm about it which I 


can not adequately describe. Every product 
of tlie farm is furnished by nature wit:i 
•ometliing that loves ic, so that it will no%-ef 
be neglected. The grain crop is loved by 
the weevil, the hessian fly, and the chincli 
11115; the watermelon, the squash, and 
the cucumbor are loved by tha squash bug; 
the potato is loved by the potato bug; the 
sweet corn is loved by the ant, thou slug- 
gard; the tomato is loved by tha out-worm; 
tue plumb is loveJ by th9 curculio, and s-> 
forth, and so forth, so that no plant that 
grows need bj a wall-flower. [Early bloom-

i I'huit as soon as there is no danger of frosts, 
' in drills four inches apart.

it, anJ eat raw with vinegor.

Well, I began early to spade up my angle- 


worms and other pets, to see if they had 
withstood the severe winter. 
I found they 


had. 
They were unusually bright and 


cheerful. 
Tha potato-bugs were a littlo 


sluggish at first, but as tha spring opened 
and the ground warmed up they pitched 
right in, and did Srat-rate. Every one of 
my bugs m May looked splendidly. X was 
most worried about my cut-worms. Away 
along in April I had not seen a cut-worm, 
and I began to fear they had suffered, and 
perhaps perished, in the extreme cold of the 
previous winter. 


One morning late In the month, however, 


I saw a cut-worm come out from behind a 
cabbage stump and take off his ear muff. 
He was a llttte stiff in the joints, but he had 
cot lost hope. I saw at once now was the 
time to assist him if I had a spark ol human- 
ity toft I searched every work I could find 
on agriculture to find ont what it was th»t 
farmers fed their blamed cut-worms, but all 
scientists seemed to be silent. I read the 
agricultural reports, the dictionary, and the 
encyclopaedia, but they didn't throw »ny 
light on tha subject. I got wild. I feared 
that I hod brought but one cut-worm 
through the winter, and I was liable to lose 
him unless I could find out what to feed 
him. I asked some of my neighbors, but 
they spoke jeeringly and sarca-tieally. I 
know now why it was. All tbeir cut-worms 
had frozen down last winter, and they 
couldn't bear to see me get ahea J. 


All at once, an idea struck mo. I haven't 


recovered from the concussion yet. It was 
this: the worm had wintered undnr a cab- 
bage stalk; no doubt he was fond of the bev- 
erage. I acted upon this thought and 
brought htm two dozen red cabbage plants, 
at 50 cents a dozen. I ha-i hit it the first 
pop. He was passionately fond of the-e 
plants, and would eat three in one night. 
He also had several matinees and sour krout 
lawn festivals for his friends, and in a week 
I bought three dozen more cabbage plants. 
By this time I haJ collected a large group 
of common scrub cut-worms, early Swedish 
cut-worms, dwarf Hubbard cut-worms, and 
short-horn cutworm;, all doing well, but 
«till, I thought, a little hide-bound and bilious. 
Tbey acted languid and listless. As my 
squash bugs, currant worms, pjtato bugs. 
•tc., were all doing well without care, I de- 
voted myself almost exclusively to my cut- 
worms. They were all strong and well, but 
they seemed melancholy with nothing to eat, 
day after day, but cabbages. 


I therefore bought Eve dozen tomato 


plants that were tender and large. These I 
fed to the cut-worms at the rate of eight to 
ton in one night. In a week the cut-worms 
had thrown off that air of ennui and languor 
that I had formerly noticed, and were gay 
and light-hearted. I got them some more 
tomato plants, and then some more cabbage 
for change. On the whole I was as proud as 
any young farmer could be who has mode a 
luccess of anything. 


: 
One morning I noticed that a cabbage 


Ijlant was left standing unchanged. The 
| next day it was still there. I was thunder- 
i struck. I dug into the ground. My cut- 
| worms ware gone. I spaded up the whole 


patch, but there wasn't one. Just as I had 
become attached to them, and they bad 
learned to look forward each day to my com- 
ing, when they would almost come up and 
eat a tomato-plant out of my hand, some 
one had robbed me of them. I was almost 
wild with despair and grief. 
Suddenly 


something tumbled over my foot It was 
mostly stomach, but it had feet on each cor- 
ner. A neighbor said it was a warty toad, 
He had eaten up my summer's work I He 
bad swallowed up my cunning little cut 
worms. I tell you, gentle reader, unless 
some way b provided, whereby this warty 
Ecourge can be wiped out, I for one shall re- 
linquish tha joys of agricultural pursuits. 
When a common toad, with a sallow com- 
plexion, and no intellect, can swallow up my 
liuumer'i work, it is time to pause.

Expenses of liusliiegs.

A well informed merchant of Boston re- 


cently said to represent itive of The Boston 
Herald that he had bueu looking buck over 
bis accounts, and was surprised to find thaf, 
since the close of the war there ha 1 bean a 
steady increase in tb.8 ordinary expenses of 
carrying on business. Mere office work cost 
a great doa! mor-j now thaa it did in 18ti5; 
more clerks were noe-lod, and on the whole, 
edch of theso rectiivel higher pay. Assist 
anca was required in the receiving and de- 
livering departments to an extent and of a 
character that would not have been dreamed 
of two decades ago, 


Then there were a variety of incidental 


excuses that now entered into the compil 
ation. There were telephone charges, print- 
ing, the expense of solicitors, the whole mak- 
ing up an amount sufficiently large to eat up 
nil that would have been considered fair 
profits a quarter of a century ago. It is> 
probable that the experience in different 
trades varies, and yet we fancy that in 
most lines of business statements somowhat 
similar to the abov e might be made. The 
tendency, all the time going on, to lessen 
the hours of service, both in offices, and 
workshops, would of itsalf make the cost ot' 
1-usiness proportionately higher. Tha cheap- 
ening process, if there is one, woull seem to 
be in enlarging tho amount of busiuess which 
su 'li concern carrie- ou.

SPRECKELS, THE "SUGAR KING." 


How Ho Became the Master of Millions 


—His Personal Appearance.

Glaus Spreckels, commonly known as the 


"Sugar Eini of the Sianlwich Islands," 
wields a powe^ rnjro democratic, if not 
s;r.'a.jr, than t^-it o" •'..</ ot'aer monopolist 
in tho world.

Now 
j . !t. Ho made tho impression on t:iose who 
ln>\v Mm there as a man of. greiC business 
shi ewdness and of the thrift which is pro- 
verbial of his race. 
He came out to Cali- 


fornia soon aftir the gold fever broke out, 
and at once engaged in the grocery business 
in this city, preferring it to the hazards and 
hardships of mining. Everything which he 
touched seemed to turn to gold. He made 
large profits in his business. Combining with 
several of his brothers who ha-1 come out 
to the coast, he bought a quarter interest 
in the Albany brewery, in this city, for $40,- 
OdO. This was the foundation of his present 
large fortune and commercial importance. 
After running tha brewery a few years, his 
keen business instincts saw in sugar-refining 
a far more profitable field of enterprise. 


Of Spreckels' wealth it is impossible to 


form any accurate estimate, because much 
of his property is mortgaged, and it is un- 
derstood the greater part of his fortune is 
embarked in the sugar business, which is apt 
to depreciate. He makes dally, th» year 
round, however, 600 barrels of sugar, con- 
taining 275 pounds of sugar each, worth an 
average of $30 a barrel. This makes a busi- 
ne>s of $18,000 a day, or $8,570,000 a year. 
He-makes a clear profit of $10 a barrel, or 
80,000 a day, which amounts to J2,190,000 a 
year. He controls the entire sugar trade of 
the coast, which represents $10,000,000 a 
year. Down at Honolulu he puts on more 
the airs of an autocrat, and his course there 
lately has put him into disfavor with both 
the native and foreign population. Last 
January he -loaned the 
king 
$1,000,000. 


Among his employes Spreckels is probably 
more popular than any other millionaire on 
the coast, because he has always treated his 
people wolL 


He is of medium height, compactly built 


and dresses neatly. He has tho face of a 
typical German, with the high-cheek bones, 
fair skin and blue eyes of the Fatherland. 
His eye is as clear as that of a young man, 
and his skin, though browned by exposure, 
is also clean and healthy. His round head 
is covered with a thick growth of hair, rap- 
idly changing from gray to whito. This is 
the only indication of his years. He has the 
alert look and movement of a mau of 30, and 
in his stoel-blue eyos is a look which goes far 
to reveal his character. 
He married years 


ago when he was a poor man, a comely Ger- 
man girl, who was then employe*! as a de- 
mestic in the family of a large eastern sugar 
refiner, and she has proved a good wife and 
mother. 
They have four sons and one 


daughter. The fathor and the three older 
sons, among whom is Alolph, who shot De 
Young, are members of the Pacific club, in 
tLus city, where the sons are general favor- 
ita-i. They are all fine-looking man of pol- 
ished address, and have traveled much in 
Europe. 


Bismarck and His Penny.

When Bismarck had been appointed to the 


legation at Frankfort (a post which he owed 
to the delight with which Frederick William 
IV^ had read 
his bluff speeches in the 


Prussian lower house) he was present at a 
public ball, where a member of the French 
corps logislatif, M. Jouvois de Clancy, was 
pointed out to him as a noted fire eater. 
This gentleman had been a Republican, but 
had turned his cjat after the coup d'etat, 
He was a bi£ man with dandili&J airs, but 
evidently n jt much accustomed to society, 
for ho bad brought his hat—not a compres- 
sible one -into1; he ball-room, and in waltz- 
ing ho bald it in liis leit hand. 
The sight of 


the big Frenchman careering round the 
room with this hat extended at arm's length 
was too much for Bismarck's sense of fun;
